He studies snakes— 
and picks them up 
to get their venom, 
which is used by 
researchers to develop 
new medicines. 


NICKELODEON MAGAZINE: How many snakes do you 
have in your lab? 
About 400, from 22 different species. 


|| How до you get the venom out of them? 

First we pick the snakes up by the back of their heads. so 

they can’t turn around. That puts them on the defensive. 

| Then we have them bite through a piece of rubber. which, 
hopefully, seems like flesh to them. The snake venom 

| flows down a funnel and into а test tube. We take venom 
from each snake every two weeks. 


What's the deadliest snake you have? 


Of all my snakes, the Banded Krait has the most- 
toxic venom. 


What would happen if it bit you? 

I'm pretty well protected. In 1948, I started to inject 
myself with tiny amounts of cobra venom, 
so I would become immune to it. 

Then I did the same thing 
with venoms of 
other species. 


Your life may get scary only once a year, at Halloween. 
spoke to four people whose jobs are spine-chilling all year long. 


Would the average person be a goner right away? 

Not right away. Without treatment, the average person 
could be dead within 30 minutes. But anybody close to 

medical care would get antivenin [an antidote to snake 

venom], and he or she would be saved. 


How many snakes have you handled in total? 
l've pieked up snakes more than two million times just 
to collect venom. 


Have you ever been bitten? 
Yes, 163 times. 


Does it hurt? 
It's extremely fast. It feels like pinpricks. You can't even 
tell whether you've been bitten by one fang or two. 


What's the weirdest thing that has happened on the job? 
A number of years ago we got a call that some boy found 
a two-headed snake in a stream in West Virginia. My 
future wife went up there and brought it back in a cold 
cream jar—that’s how small it was. It must have just 
been hatched. It was interesting. We fed it goldfish, and 
one of the heads would always compete with the other.

It really had two heads? 
Absolutely! We raised it for about five years, but unfortu- 
nately it died. It grew to about two-and-a-half feet long. 


Does handling the deadliest snakes on Earth 
ever scare you? 

No. I just go on as if I were playing the piano or 
something, because if I became afraid, 
l'd be a nervous wreck!
